The recommendations submitted by 
the joint committees and accepted by 
the faculty were read. A student vote 
was taken at a later assembly on 
the following propose 
the constitution: 

1.—The publicity committee 
not exist as a standing committee © 
the SLC Board. However, the Student 
Affairs Forum shall, in the spring, 
elect one student to handle art pub- 
licity and another student to take care 
of written publicity. These members 
shall be in attendance at board mect- 
ings but shall not hold voting power. 

Club Constitutions 

2.—That every all-school club shall 
submit a constitution to the SLC 
Board. Desire for membership on the 
Board shall be stipulated in the club 
constitution. 

3.—That the Forum shall meet with 
student advisors and department heads 
at least once a quarter. 

Parliamentary Law 

4.—That Roberts Rules shall be ac- 
cepted for parliamentary procedure 
and a parliamentarian be appointed 
from the Board membership. 

Joan Delaney was appointed chair- 
man of a committee to revise the stu- 
dent handbook. 

Miss Johnson reminded the students 
that the congress report is not yet 
complete. Other considerations which 
are still in the hands of committees 
are the late monthly Mass, hall and 
stair traffic rules, cafeteria regulations.

THE SCIENCE OF THE CROSS... 

A crucifix is so much a part of our daily lives that it is 
thought provoking to realize that crucifixes are not all the same. 
These differences arise because of the intentions of artists or de- 
signers to portray some facet of the mystery of the Cross — bitter 
agony or majestic calm in the face of the Savior, for example. 

In the May issue of The Sign, The Tilt of the Head dis- 
cusses that outstanding difference in crucifixes — the manner in 
which the artist has drawn Christ's head, looking up to heaven, 
looking slightly down, resting on His right shoulder, or hanging 
lifeless. 

A study of these positions and their significance is an excel- 
lent beginning in a contemplative study of the cross, and this 
article secks to interpret the variations. The two benefits of this 
method of prayer are that first, it is invaluable for those who find 
formal prayer difficult, and second, the “different considerations 
appeal to various types of minds.” 


HERESY IN BOSTON... 


Nearly all weekly periodicals give room to at least a mention 
of the Boston college case which demonstrated the firm uncom- 
promising action of the Catholic Church in the face of heresy. 
Most complete of the reports was the editorial which appeared in 
America covering in meticulous detail the factual background and 
the theological aspects of the situation. Fundamentally, the issue 
is an interpretation of the teaching that those outside of the 
Church cannot achieve real salvation but those who labor under 
invincible ignorance cannot in the justice of God be held guilty. 

The interesting fact about the Boston college controversy is 
that the common teaching of the Church as upheld by Boston col- 
lege is regarded as too “‘liberal’’ by its critics. The Church is usu- 
ay accused of harshness towards those who do not acknowledge 

er authority. She is now being accused by Father Leonard 
Feeney, S.J., and his followers of too great indulgence

He added that the Atlantic 
Pact as a mere paper would not scare 
the Russians, but that it is necessary to 
arm the western powers. 

Father Conway believes that even 


_ this is a temporary safeguard, and 


that the world must find a sounder 
basis for peace than an alliance. 

He suggested a World Federation 
which would involve world law backed 
by world force. To be complete this 
federation would have to be open to 
all. If Russia should refuse to enter, 
Father Conway said that the empty 
chairs should be left in hope that this 
nuclear organization would be so ap- 
pealing that Russian people would de- 
mand inclusion.
